•V few weeks ago, the people of many 
loiiiiminilies in Coloi-nclo were mado 
angry by the escape of a notoriou.s liigh- 
wa^ iuan, Billy Lo Roy, from Deputy 
Marshal Can trill, on the Kansas Paoi- 
tic I' \- press. The story of the e.scai)e, 
a.s printed at the time, w.a.s tlmt Lo 
ilov's !j\vectheiu-t hiul planned her liiv- 
t'l '.i release, and that she hail .succtvs.s 
fully bowitclied tlio Deputy IMarshai. 
'l"ht> true story, as relutfid by the bandit 
to Dr. Flouriioy, of Del Norte, is aa 
follows ; Lo Roy carried about his per- 
son a tiny key, made from a watch 
spring. When ho was stripped and 
searclicJ, on tho morning of bis depart- 
ure for Detroit, ho creased the skin of 
his nick and plpced the key in the 
I rciise. His raouth was opened, his 
liiiir brushed and his cars examined, 
liut tho key escajjed the notice of the 
searchers. When the train was running 
ut tnrrilio speed, L'antrill left hia pris- 
oner, shackled hand and foot, and step- 
ped to the toilet room. "In two sec- 
onds," said the bandit to Dr. Flourney, 
"1 had luy hands free, and in another 
two seconds my feet also. All the paa- 
songers in tho car, except one lady,\s'oro 
either nodding or half asleep. T knew 
how to settle th(! lady. 1 just gave 
her one--of a look, laii to the [)l:Utorni 
and jumped oil'. 1 was stunned, but 
eanif to in a little while and got away." 

WHY .IIMMY HESIQNED. 

.Several days elapsed after Le Koy's 
escape, and the people hoped that he 
had gone to some other corner of tho 
world. On tho night of the Kith in- 
stant the down stage for Del Norte 
passed the lower corner of Franklin's 
ranch, when from one .side of the dark 
highw-ay there arose a demand to halt 



place, and there was considerable ex- 
citement in Denver and all along the 
route. The citizens of Del Norte arm- 
ed themsolves for a grand hutijb jfo^ the 
highwaymen. Deputy Mabbal lArm- 
strong headed the party. Thjj guide 
was J . P. Gallowny, an old and e.'cpe^- i 
iencod mountain hnr.se-thief tracker. 
Tiio man hunters rode up the Savoya 
into the mountain faslnesf.es. At dusk 
on the 22nd, while Armstrong was sit- 
ting on a bowlder, with McFrost and 
Galloway near, ho saw a man emerging 
from the thin timber. "Halt !" said 
Armstrong. The man raised his gun 
and wa.s about to fire, when he saw that 
he was covered from three pointa Ho 
surrendered and admitted that he was 
"Louis Porter," 6£ Le Roy's gang. The 
throe hunters went towards Alamonsa. 
On the rond they saw a little fellow, 
witli H jiack on his back. At the co;n 
maud "halt," the little man drew a re- 
volver, tiretl and ran. Armstrong sent 
a load after him. Tho ball struck tho 
fellow, and with a quick bound he en- 
tered the brush near at hand and rolled 
down tho river bank out of sight. It 
was a job getting him out of the copse. 
He would not say a word, and all the 
coaxing in the world seemed to havo no 
ell'ect. Finallv, liiey g.it to talking 
about shooilii.u' imo tlus copse after him, 
ami this lirnught llie young man to 
time. Tie stiid he was shot and couldn't 
walk. But they got him out at la.st, 
and found that the whole of hiii calf had 
been scooped out by the bullet.

The 
Tho Sheriff locked the two prisoners 
in the rear cells of the strong jail, and 
acommittect of influential citizens was 
appointed to act as a guard for the 
night About 10 o'clock the Sheriff 
step]icil across tlie way on business. He 
was seizcil, loidci'(l in a room and kept 
under guartl. Every tiling was quiet. 
Apparently everybody had gone to betl. 
At 1 I o'clock a party rodo up to the 
jail door and knocked. The guard 
asked what was wanted. "This is your 
relief; walk out." The wuard walked 
out, and woae .seizetl and bound, one oy 
one. The party then went directly to 
the cells where Lo Roy and Potter 
were, took .them out, giiaggcd them, 
and left tlie jail with the pri.soners.

Uavie moved for a verdict for 
l)laintiii'a in this case on tho finding of tho 
jury. He contended that it was the duty 
of the tug.s to tow the ship in a safe and 
prudent course. The evidence adduced 
at tho trial was then reviewed to show 
that the tuaa did not take a proper course. 
Thi> alleged contributury negligence on 
tho p.trt of the captain of the Thrasher 
wa.s thon dealt with and authority citod 
against the su[)pi.i3ition that there was ne. 
gliiience on the part of Capt. Bos worth. 
His Lordship was referred to several cases 
in point ami those cases were o^cpUiinod. 
Quotations were then made with regard 
to the relative duties of tug and tow, 
showing that the tug and tow under cer- 
tain circumstances are not to bo consider- 
ed as ono vessel. American cases were 
also referred to and i|uotod from at some 
length to show that there was negligence 
on tho part of the tugs in the Thrasher 
case. The learnod counsel remarked that 
the tugs had taken the ship into known 
dangers and v. n r t iirrcfuic liable fordiiui 
ages. 

On the ipiestion of uliether tug or tow 
is master of the course, his Lordship re- 
marked that if tho former is master then 
the tow should follow tho tug; but if the 
latter, then the tow cannot blame the tug 
for going into danger. 

On tho subject of inevitable accident 
that had been set up by the defence, Mr. 
T. Davie contended tliat this had not been 
j)roved and that such a defence would not 
hold. 

His Lordship remarked that in English 
watcis, particularly in tho Thames, one or 
two tugs are la.sliod alongside of largo ves- 
sels ami under .such cin-nmstauees it is 
ahuust iiupiissililc fur tho tug or tugs to 
coniiiiaiul the course in consequence of 
the large si;^^ of the t"W nnd t he smallnesfl 
of the tugs. 

The learned counsel for tho plaintitla 
again referred to the charge of contribut- 
orj' negligrin a on the [lart of tho captain 
of tlie Thrasher, and cpioted morocasosto 
.show that .'vi n it n\u-\\ hail lieon tho case 
the plaiutiirs Were still entitled to recover. 
The (il.jei tien nn the part of the Moody- 
villo .S.iwinill I'niupany that under such 
circumstances they are not liable was then 
iugueil to show that the company is equal- 
ly liable with the Towing Company. Cita- 
tions weru made in support of this view 
of the ([uestion, chiotly from railway 
cases. 

iVIr. Drake for the Mnodyville Sawmill 
Company contended that there was a 
broad distinction between the cases cited 
and the position of that company. There 
was no contract with tho Etta White, but 
there wa..> theouestien of duty on the part 
(.if that \essel. .\ ii t ril ii's were cited in 
suiiport of the pnsitu.'ii taken by tiio learn- 
ed counsel. Then; was nothing in the 
pleadings of the plaiiitills to show that 
there was a iluty as regards tho Ettti 
White. In reply to a (juerf from the 
Chief .Justice, the learned counsel seated 
that the Etta Wliito could not have re- 
covered towiigo from Capt. . Bosworth. 
He submitted that tho pleading was 
wrongly laid as regards the Moodyville 
.'sawmill Co. , and that th.'it company was 
not responsible and should be struck out 
of the case. If not, the Klla White might 
be held for negligence, if there was any, 
lui the part of the Beaver. The authori- 
ties cited by the counsel for the plaintilTs j 
were then reviewed to show that in all of 
these, American ones particuhirly, tho 
tow was master of the course. Ho con- | 
tended that tho tugs would be liable if they 
ran into a well known and visible, danger; 
but in this case there was no well known 
and visible danger and consofjuently tiio 
tugs wore not liable. 'The authorities (|Uot- 
liil showed that the tug was the servant 
of the tow. The same |iriiu ipio lie sub- 
mitted r.in through :ill the ea.ies cited. 
The learned counsel then roviewetl the 
finding of the jury and cnntendod that 
those llndings established the fact of their 
being pro.ximate negligence on the part of 
tho tow. A pilot on board tho tow would 
have noticed the unusual current and have 
takenmoasuros accordingly. No negligence 
had been proven against the tugs. He 
did not see how hia learned friend could 
ask for a verdict of 875,000 to bo entered 
up when the jury found that there was no 
I'vidoiice as to tlie valuo of the ship. On 
the whole "f the points raised by the jury 
ho iiiibmittod that there was no case for 
the plain tilts and that the verdict should 
be far tho defendants, 

Mr. Pooley, for the B. C. Towing Co., 
remarked that after the full manner in 
which tho question had been gonu into by 
his learned friend there was but littlo for 
him to say. lie wished to dwell, how- 
ever, for a short lime on tho finding of 
tho jury on the ipieslion of contract. By 
not taking a pilot tlie captain of the 
'rhraslier h;ul assumed ail the respi insibi- 
lity uf a pih.t. 1 1,. ...iibniitted that the 
c.i])taiii, ai!iipti]i_; the position of pilot and 
leaving his ijlhcur ill charge when he re- 
tired, was the cause of the accident.. 
AFTERNOON SITTING. 

Mr. Poolej' resumed his argument on 
behalf of the Towing Company by referr- 
ing to the conduct of Capt. Bosworth. 
His learned friend had mentioned a case of 
a captain going below antl not being charged 
with contributive negligence when an ac- 
cident happened; but he had ii pilot on 
board ami of cmirsK the pilot liad charge. 
He Hih'ti'il authorilv p. -■• il.-.t 
liosworili was guilty of ooiitribiitive iieg- 
ligoiice 111 leaving his deck in the \\i\y he 
did. He siibuiitied that the e,ai)taiii, by 
taking charge of the ship anil tugs, was 
responsilile iur the ;u\-iilent which after, 
wards occiirieil. 'l"he learned counsel 
then referred to the question of inevit- 
able uccident. Tho last question he would 
allude to was tho finding of the jury that 
there wtis no evidence as to the value of 
the ship and cargo. Lie Kuhmittod that 
thatlindiiig was couclusivi' and could not 
1)0 interfered with e.xeept hy a niiW trial. 
Hia learned friend on the other side ad- 
niittod that ho could not recover more 
llian £8 per ton on the tonnage of tho 
tugs. That admission could not be set 
aside. He would now leave the caHe en- 
tirely in his lordship's hands. 

Tho Chief Justice again referred to the 
impossibility of appealing to a full court 
for a year, as it was jnobablo that one 
side or the other would appeal. He did 
not intend to deliver his judgment inune- 
iliately, although after the pleailing on

On his arrival at the jail, Guitteau 
wa.s directed to take his shoes off, it 
being a custom that prisoners should 
go barefooted in hot weather, to which 
ho demurred, saying, "If I go in naked 
feot over the stone floor, I'll catch my 
death of cold." The prison keeper re- 
marked, "Yes, you bloody assa.ssin, 
you'll have a rope around your damned 
nock .sooiici- than you'll catch cold in 
your bare feet." 

Someone asked Guitteau what the 
president did when the first shot was 



tired. Guitteau said, "I'll show you," 
and then holding up his right elbow 
with his hand hanging down am! ,-,luiuk 
his head, remarking, "Tiiat'.s the way 
ho did. But the ne.Kt got him. When 
he was struck first he sort of turned 
and looked scared." (.iuitteau now 
takes his imprisonmout philosophicalh , 
having been on his first arrival -.some 
what excited. His conduct indicates 
that he wants the president to die. Ho 
took the usual prison food this morn- 
ing and swept up hia cell quite as well 
as any of his follow (jrisoncns. No one 
has called especially to see Guitteau cx- 
copta lady whose name was not learned 
and whoso request was peremptorily 
refused. At noon to-day chief Brooks, 
trca.surcr of the seccct .service had a 
long interview with the jirisoner. 
Brooks is of the opinion that Guitteau 
had no accomplices, but that the act 
was the result of insanity. Guitteau 
applied to tho keeper of the street 
railroad stables on E street nortlnvest 
about 10 o'clock Friday niglit to be per- 
mitted to stop iu the stables that night. 
He hud a good felt hat, w liicli ho ofler 
ed to givo to the .stable boy to allow 
liini to remain, stating that ho nail no 
money and had been turned out of 
doors by a boarding hou-se keeper. He 
said that be expected to get §500 tho 
next day. Yesterday he was refused 
lodging at the stable and left.

.\ member of the cabinet exiilained 
that the iiliysicians had positively for 
bidden that the president should see 
Arthur ; that ho must have absolute 
iiuiot and such a visit would neces.sarily 
excite him more dr less. Tho vice presi- 
dent recognizf'd the force of this and ac- 
quiesced.

across tho cabinet table." 

Senator Plump said : "I was at tlie 
president's side soon after the shooting, 
and before they bad raised his hoail 
from tho floor, He was calm and gave 
no evidence of excitement. I have soon 
many men shot and thought at the time 
that the shadow of death was upon the 
president." "Do you think he will re- 
cover 1" "No," said Mr. Plump, with 
evidence of much feeling, " I-'have 
known a number of men to be wound- 
ed the same way and it always proved 
fatal. Am afraid it will be so in tho 
president's case 

The ]irosi lent talked in a natural 
tone and was satisfied during the after- 
noon that he would not live. He spoke 
of the assassin without feeling of re- 
sentment. He seemed to have been 
cogitating the matter over foir some 
time when ho suddenly exclaimed,

Mrs. Garfield bears up heroically 
notwithstanding the terrible ordeal 
through which she has passed and is 
passing.
